1. Claims 1-8, 13-15, 18, 20, and 24-26 are pending in the instant application. 
Claims 1-6 and 18 are amended, and claims 9-12, 16-17, 19, and 21-23 are canceled 
(claims 9-11 previously cancelled). The amendments to the claims are accepted and no 
new matter is entered. Specifically, the claim objections to claims 6 and 12 are 
withdrawn and, the 112(2 nd ) rejections of claims 1, 2, and 6 are withdrawn. Since claim 
19 is cancelled the 1 12(2 nd ) rejection is moot as well as the objection to claim 12.

3. Please amend claim 4 and add the following limitation at the end of claim 4, "the 
first resistor having a resistance value greater than the second resistor" . In the interest 
of clarity the agreed amended claim 4 is recited in total below. 

Claim 4: A circuit substrate,, comprising: a substrate; a 
plurality of emitting elements formed in a display area, each of 
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the plurality of emitting elements having a first electrode, a 
second electrode, and an emitting layer between the first 
electrode and the second electrode, and the first electrode 
being a common electrode of the plurality of emitting elements; 
a common electrode line formed on the perimeter of the display 
area, the common electrode line connected to the common 
electrode; a plurality of terminals formed over the substrate, 
the plurality of terminals including a first terminal and a 
second terminal; a first resistor connected between the first 
terminal and the second terminal; and a second resistor 
connected between the common electrode line and the first 
terminal, the first resistor having a resistance value greater 
than the second resistor.

5. Claims 1-8, 13-15, 18, 20, and 24-26 are allowed. The following is a statement of 
reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: Claims 1, 2 and 18 are allowable

for the limitations "the resistance and the another resistance being formed of a 
semiconducting film" along with "having another resistance value greater than another 
resistance" (or for claim 18: "the first resistor having a resistance value greater than the 
second resistor"). Claims 3 and 4 are allowable for at least the limitation "the first 
resistor having a resistance value greater than the second resistor". Claim 20 is allowed 
for at least the final limitation of claim 20. The closest prior art to the applicant's 
invention was the Marchio reference (5,635,822) which did not disclose the salient 
limitations listed just above. Additional related, but non-anticipating, references are 
listed in the 892 form. 

Response to Arguments 

6. The Office agrees with the applicant that the translation of the foreign priority 
document has overcome the priority date of Yamazaki (2007/0034875) and that the 
translated document enables the claimed invention. 

7. The Office also agrees that the Marchio reference does not anticipate the 
applicant's amended claims. The Office additionally agrees that it is not obvious to 
modify Marchio (5,635,822) to reject the applicant's claimed invention.
